Merry Christmas? 


Nope, those are pot plants— 
a whole forest of them— 
seized by police this week

Cook County sheriff’s deputy Ed Graney was on 
routine helicopter patrol when he noticed towering 
lime green plants amid the dark weeds along the Bishop 
Ford Expressway 

They were marijuana plants, row after row over an 
area the size of two football fields near Stoney Island 
Avenue and 105th Street. 

“We had the right altitude and the right angle, the 
right sunlight and happened to be glancing down,” 
said Graney a tactical flight officer for the sheriff’s 
department. 

He and the pilot, Chicago police officer Stanley 
Kuprianczyk, spotted the pot around noon Tuesday, and 
narcotics officers moved in to secure the area. 


“The plants are pretty big. They’re as big as 
Christmas trees,” Chicago police Lt. Michael Ryle 
said. “Some of the plants are ... 10 feet tall.” 

There also was a makeshift “watchman” area 
where the still-at-large growers could keep an eye 
out for trespassers, Ryle said. 

The growing area is “very secluded, very 
difficult to see from anywhere but the air,” Ryle 
said. “You can’t smell it from here, but the smell is 
very intense once you’re inside. 

“There’s some evidence in there of like a camp, 
where there’s been a watchman ... or a guard 
sitting on it.” 

Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy said it’s 
unclear who owns the land. 

“People will do whatever they can to make their 
money” McCarthy said. 

“I think that spending that much time and 
effort setting up an operation like this in a place 
like Chicago, it is brazen.” 


Jackson Jr.’s return date unclear, wife says

Ventura plays it 
cool in first year

The experts had Robin Ventura’s first season on the South Side 
ending much like Dale Sveum’s did on the North Side— disas- 
trously 

Things didn’t turn out that way however, thanks in large part 
to the White Sox manager, a laid-back guy who doesn’t seem to 
care about what others think about his club. 

“For me, it’s the first year of doing something so you’re doing 
it the best you can without trying to rationalize it as a rebuilding, 
all the words that we’ve used this year,” Ventura said. “I’m just 
trying to do my job and not really look at it as a rebuilding or 
anything like that.” 

His first year exceeded outsiders’ wildest expectations. A team 
that Sports Illustrated predicted would win just 67 games wound 
up winning No. 68 on Aug. 22 and kept on going, leading the AL 
Central until a mid-September swoon sunk their hopes. 

When asked about the 2-10 stretch that wound up dooming his 
squad, Ventura said things just didn’t go the way they should have. 

“The big hit hasn’t really been there,” he said. “When you 
don’t get them, you don’t seem to win as much. If you do score, 
you kind of let them back in the game. There’s a lot of things that 
go into a stretch like this, it’s not just one thing.” 

To hear Ventura tell it, there’s reason to believe next year will be 
even better, particularly when he looks at his young pitching staff 

“I’m sure you’d lose people {in the coming offseason], but 
you look at what this season brought with a pitcher like [Jose] 
Quintana that comes out of nowhere,” he said. “You have a lot 
of young guys in the bullpen with {closer Addison] Reed, {Nate] 
Jones, {Hector] Santiago, stuff that you not necessarily were 
counting on in spring training as being here the whole year.” 

The team remained in contention thanks in large part to 
clutch performances from those young guys. Reed stabilized the 
back end of the bullpen, converting 29 of 33 save opportunities. 
And after spending last season in the bullpen, Chris Sale estab- 
lished himself as the Sox’s ace. 

“He’s proven he’s a major league starter, he’s one of the better 
starters in the league and he’ll be around here for a long time,” 
Ventura said. 

Like many leaders, Ventura found that the most difficult part 
of his first year at the helm was that he couldn’t seem to turn off 
his brain. 

“The hard part is you’re always thinking,” he said. “If one guy’s 
doing well, somebody else might not be doing well so you’re al- 
ways thinking that way, you’re thinking about 25 guys instead of 
just what you have to do. The easy part is that you enjoy coming 
here. It’s easy to get up and get ready to come to the ballpark.”

FIGHT CARD SUBJECT TO CHANCE 
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Lupe Fiasco’s trying to see the world in a different 
light— but he’s still afraid for Chicago’s future

Lupe Fiasco can come across as a teach- 
er, preacher, cutup, conflicted citizen, 
jazz head, skilled rhyme machine and 
political radical. 

His new album, “Food and Liquor 
II: The Great American Rap Album 
Part i,” touches on all those personas. 
Fiasco— born Wasalu Muhammed 
Jaco 30 years ago— was part of a wave 
of socially conscious Chicago rap art- 
ists on his 2006 debut album, “Lupe 
Fiasco’s Food and Liquor.” Since then, 
he has grown into a respected hip-hop 
veteran who has sold nearly i.y million 
copies of his first three albums while 
growing only more fearless in his out- 
spokenness. 

In the past, he has been critical of 
everyone from his record company to 
President Obama. This summer, he 
fretted over the rising murder rate in 
Chicago and how it was spilling over 
into the music of rising rap stars 
such as Chief Keef and Lil Reese. 
Keef in turn lashed out at Fiasco. 

But it would be a mistake, Fiasco 
says, to interpret his new album 
as a critique of recent events. The 
subject is America in all its con- 
tradictions, but it’s about looking 
deeper than Reef’s recent music or 
the president’s policy on the Middle 
East. 

“The bulk of this album speaks 
to how America hasn’t changed,” 
he says. “The great turning points 
in history, we romanticize them 
too much. The general arc of the 
way society works hasn’t changed 
in terms of racism, class bias, op- 
pression, happiness, joy, displace-

ment, urban decay and urban renewal for 
decades. There are certain things we have to 
address, but have not really addressed for de- 
cades, really— youth violence in the city, for 
one. The same cycle of violence keeps hap- 
pening in Oakland, Detroit, Miami, Houston, 
Chicago.” 

Fiasco himself was a product of those 
violent streets, growing up on the West Side 
where gangbangers and drug dealers ruled. He 
dabbled in gangsta rap as a teen before real- 
izing it was a dead-end creatively So when up- 
start Chicago rappers like Keef began chroni- 
cling street violence in their music, Fiasco 
told a radio interviewer this summer, “Chief 
Keef scares me. Not him specifically but just 
the culture that he represents.” Keef respond- 
ed with an epithet-laden message on Twitter. 
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“My first comments were to express con- 
cern about the incubators of violence,” Fiasco 
says. “I was more distraught and concerned 
about what causes all this violence to happen 
in the first place. Many of my friends are gang- 
sters. Some of my best friends in the music 
business are gangsta rappers. I’m not flinch- 
ing at a gun in a video, or a song about selling 
crack. I talked about the same things in my 
older records. It’s not like this is brand new. 
My concern, and what everyone’s concern 
should be, is that the circumstances that cre- 
ate a culture like that haven’t changed. There 
have been no real solutions. So why wouldn’t 
you expect a new crop of music like this from 
all cities? 

“The mimicking of the culture you see 
now, the style of the music, originated in At- 
lanta, imported from [Atlanta rappers such 
as} Waka Flocka and Gucci Mane. Where did 
that come from? Detroit, Oakland. It starts 
to go around the map. It’s the same venting 
in the music, how it sounds, its attitude, the 
callousness and aggressiveness. Underneath, 
what’s there? I’m afraid Chicago is becoming 
Detroit. I’m afraid Chicago is dying. There 
is some semblance that society is running as 
normal. But as soon as you go two blocks out- 
side the downtown radius, it’s a wasteland.” 

Fiasco says he feels driven to counter the 
nihilism that has cropped up in the new Chi- 
cago hip-hop: “You have people coming out 
of the city that carry the same DNA of pro- 
gression, change and hope, which inspires 
musicians and poets to combat it, an oppos- 
ing voice. It’s always been like that in Chicago. 
My piece can be just as strong and aggressive 
[as the gangsta rap}, and I put that on the al- 
bum.” 

On the new album, Fiasco hammers away 
at a range of heavy topics, including the per- 
petuation of stereotypes (the five-letter “b” 


word comes in for a complex, song-length 
exploration), the perpetuation of slavery and 
ecological desecration in the name of expan- 
sion (“Unforgivable Youth”), the mistreat- 
ment of Native Americas in South Dakota 
(‘Around My Way (Freedom Ain’t Free)”) and 
CIA brainwashing (“Lamborghini Angels”). 
It’s no wonder he’s a fan of the late historian 
Howard Zinn, whose 1980 classic, ‘A People’s 
History of the United States,” documented 
the toll paid by common people so that the 
political and economic elite could advance 
their agendas. 

If that makes Fiasco seem like a scold, he’s 
not apologizing. “I know you’re sayin’, ‘Lupe 
rappin’ ’bout the same [bleep}’/ Well, that’s 
’cause ain’t {bleep} changed,” he raps on 
“ITAL (Roses).” 

“Howard Zinn had a sense of humor, and 
he realized the unpopularity and the futility 
of some of his views,” he says. “But he never 
backed away from the importance of what he 
was saying. He was saying, ‘I am preaching at 
you. I am a teacher. I have no shame in doing 
that.’ Some of the people we hold in highest re- 
gard in this society, whatever our background, 
whatever our experience, are preachers.” 

That leaves less room for the warmth that 
defined Fiasco’s breakthrough single, “Kick 
Push,” but it returns on the closing track, 
“Hood Now.” It’s a celebration of how far 
African-American culture has come in recent 
decades, despite the obstacles still to be over- 
come. 

“They gave us scraps, some of it old,” Fiasco 
raps, “We cooked it up and called it ‘soul.’ ” 

“The fact that we’ve been able to capture 
and repurpose some of the things that were 
meant to destroy us, or keep us out of the 
mainstream, is worth reflecting on,” he says. 
“That’s something we need to preach about 
too.”

A “California Love”-esque coda brings 
it all home, again linking Compton and 
Kendrick, the kid who has emerged from 
Dre’s shadow and whose album hype as the 
best of 2012 seems fully justified.

Do Meatheads’ burgers stack up 
against the city’s finest 
counter-service competition? 

The Great Burgerelli welcomes 
correspondence, and as a result, the 
letters I receive from fellow burger 
lovers are plentiful indeed. One dear 
burger fan implored me to visit one 
of the many locations of Meatheads 
Burgers & Fries— in Northbrook, 
Naperville or perhaps Schaumburg, 
the storied home of Legoland and 
Ikea. The trouble is, I simply do not 
often find myself in these far-flung 
suburban municipalities; there are just 
too many burger adventures demand- 
ing my attention within the city of 
Chicago proper. But then something 
happened that led me to believe that 
I must not be the only city dweller harboring a curiosity for a 
mysterious Meatheads burger: It opened its first city location 
last week in the quaint neighborhood of Roscoe Village. When 
a new burger establishment opens, The Great Burgerelli is not 
far behind. So, off to Roscoe I went.

The burger 

No patty stands alone at Meatheads. Third-pound burg- 
ers consist of two patties, while a larger half-pound option 
consists of three. (I will note that one exception is the single- 
patty Lif Meathead; however on my visit, I saw only children 
partake of this option.) Meatheads’ thin, stackable patties 
are made with never-frozen Angus ground chuck and, though 



they are cooked through, retain enough moisture to result in 
a steady drip-drop of juice into my wax paper-lined basket. 

The bun 

Devoid of decoration in the form of poppy or sesame seeds, 
this specimen is potato-based and reminiscent of a traditional 
fast-food bun. It compresses significantly under the weight of 
multiple patties, but does not disintegrate. When pausing at 
the mid-point, the upper and lower buns had been reduced to 
nearly one centimeter each, which, in my humble opinion, is 
just too thin. 

The fixings 

The standard Meatheads burger ($4.75 for a third-pound, S 6 
for a half-pound) comes with “the works,” which is ketchup, 
mustard, mayo, tomato, pickle, lettuce and one’s choice of 
raw or grilled onions. Where I believe Meatheads distin- 
guishes itself, though, is in the specialty burger department. 
The Texas Ranch ($6.75) combines cheddar with crispy slices 
of applewood-smoked bacon and bacon-ranch sauce, and to 
my surprise and delight I found the latter two toppings to be 
complementary rather than redundant. The Cajun Sunrise 
(S6.75) reportedly is Meatheads’ most popular treatment, 


Everything else 

Fries ($2-83) resemble those of certain popular fast-food 
chains in thickness, but are hand-cut and fried to order with 
bits of the peel left on for flavor. Hand-dipped milkshakes 
($4) come in the classic vanilla, chocolate and strawberry 
flavors as well as mocha, coffee and the oh-so-decadent Oreo, 
which was sufficiently thick but not straw-collapsingly so. 

The Meatheads logo is the silhouette of a steer emblazoned 
the letter “m,” and I found it quite entertaining that tattoos 
of a temporary nature were displayed at the register where 
one might usually find business cards and such. I would 
venture to guess that they were intended to appeal to patrons 
much younger than the Great Burgerelli, but they nonethe- 
less tickled me so. 

Bottom line 

In the grand scheme of counter-service burgers, I found 
Meatheads to be more substantial than M Burger and signifi- 
cantly more refined than Five Guys. I must admit that I find 
better-burger competitor Epic Burger to be slightly supe- 
rior— if just by a bun.

Mostly the province of obscure 
drinks — like a Dark ‘n’ Stormy 
or a Moscow mule —ginger beer 
is showing up more and more as 
an ingredient on ambitious cocktail 
lists. 'Will it be the new darling of 
hipster bartenders? That remains to 
be seen. (That’s so over!) 

But it’s clear that whichever resurgence ( 
beer or the classic cocktails, the spicy soda often is teaming up 
with spirits in the aforementioned classic drinks, plus gin-gin 
mules and a variety of new concoctions. That makes it high time 
to taste the range of brands out there. 

Ginger beer is a soft drink made with the root that flavors 
many Asian cuisines. It’s not ginger ale, being spicier and less 
sweet than that cousin. And although it was born in 18th-century 
England as an alcoholic drink, it is, for the most part, nonalco- 
holic these days and is enjoyed straight up or in cocktails. 

We blind-tasted eight brands— by no means exhausting what’s 
available— finding they varied widely in flavors, sweetness and, 
especially, ginger power. The stronger, spicier brews did the best 
among tasters. They would hold up well in cocktails, while the 
milder versions would be best on their own. Ginger beers made 
with natural ingredients and sweetened with cane sugar tended 
to do best, although one top-three finisher, Barritts, is made with 
high-fructose corn syrup. 

A final note: Some of the bottles, in fine print, direct the 
drinker to upend (gently) the ginger beer before opening. This re- 
distributes any ginger that has settled, improving the zing factor.

Jersey Shore’ ending, 
but its effects live on

Like a tan growing pale, “Jersey Shore” is fading into 
the TV sunset. Thursday marks the beginning of its 
sixth and final season. 

It began as just another low-budget MTV reality 
show, with lower expectations, that would chronicle 
the fist-pumping antics of its ultra-bronzed, ultra- 
average stars who would be cooped up in a house in 
Seaside Heights, N.J. Then the series aired in Decem- 
ber 2009, and it quickly and curiously morphed into 
a surprisingly potent pop force that made “Snooki” a 
household name, turned an unknown cast into late- 
night punch lines and, ultimately, its title became 
shorthand for the further dumbing down of Ameri- 
can culture. 

“Let’s just keep it real, we’ve made a lasting effect,” 
Mike “The Situation” Sorrentino said during a phone 
interview “It will take a number of years to try to for- 
get what we’ve done. We changed the way people view 
reality TV We helped changed how reality TV is done.” 

Sorrentino, for once, isn’t exaggerating too much. 
The program, originally planned as a competition- 
based series intended for VHi, let viewers peep inside 
the “guido youth” subculture whose hallmarks were 
late-night boozing and grinding while sporting per- 
fectly coiffed hair and extremely tan skin. 

The show’s novelty and buzz opened the floodgates 
for imitators across dozens of niche networks desper- 
ate to stand out amid the cacophony of reality TV. 
Bravo’s “Shahs of Sunset,” Animal Planet’s “Hillbilly 
Handfishin’ ” and even TLC’s “Here Comes Honey 
Boo Boo” all owe a tip of the hat to the “Jersey Shore” 
kids. 

“It proved that you can still surprise this late in the 
reality game,” said Andy Dehnart, editor of the real- 
ity TV news and review site realityblurred.com. “It 
made it interesting to learn about people whose lives 
are different than our own and made networks less 
afraid to go outside the box.”

All great things must come to an end, and 6V2 
seasons seems like a reasonable life span for 
the great “30 Rock,” packed with wordplay, 
sight gags, pop-culture tangents and assorted 
other odds and ends. 

As the final season begins, “TGS” is back 
from hiatus: Liz (Tina Fey) is appalled by the 
new NBC fall lineup; Jack (Alec Baldwin) and 
Avery (Elizabeth Banks) still are presumably 
splitsville, but Kenneth (Jack McBrayer) and 
Hazel (Kristen Schaal) presumably are not. 
Jenna (Jane Krakowski) prepares for her wed- 
ding ... but to Paul (Will Forte), her transgen- 
der look-alike? Liz is maid of honor. (The epi- 
sode was not available for review.) 

Producer Robert Carlock said recently, 
“We don’t quite know what the ending is,” 
but NBC ordered only 13 episodes for the sev- 
enth season. “But we do want to give everyone 
closure, even if it’s in our own weird way Jack 
once said everyone would die by Kenneth’s 
hand or end up working for him. We want to 
achieve one of those goals.” 

Meanwhile, what about Liz and live-in boy- 
friend Criss Cross (James Marsden)? Or will 
Liz and Jack— as Kim Jong Un (Margaret Cho)

“They always felt like an uncle and niece to 
me, but I’m gratified there are people so in- 
vested in their relationship that they’d want 
that to go further,” Carlock said.

Don’t expect some neat wrap to the hun- 
dreds of dangling threads— which are meant 
to dangle into TV eternity 

“30 Rock” really never was about “conclu- 
sions” or “wraps” anyway Those are for mere 
mortal TV shows. This was a show deeply root- 
ed in the moment. 

“Rock’s” fans probably don’t need happy 
endings for these beloved characters— just 
give them words, and they’ll be fine.

Radio kit’s one for the road 


What it is: A radio car kit that allows you to play 
music and make hands-free calls while travel- 
ing. The kit plugs into your cigarette lighter 
port for power and connects to your iPhone via 
Bluetooth. You tune your car radio to static, and 
the Livio Radio car kit works with your iPhone 
to turn that static into a channel for your music 
and phone calls. Livio offers a similar device for 
Android phones called Grooveshark. 

The good: Nothing beats choosing your own 
tunes on a road trip. The Livio Radio Bluetooth 
device lets you play music from your phone’s 
iTunes collection or listen to music stations sup- 
plied by your Livio Radio and Pandora iPhone 
apps. 

The bad: A big-city market is so saturated with 
radio stations that it can be hard to find static 
to consistently carry the Livio signal on a trip 
across town. It works best on road trips outside 
of a big city Our cigarette lighter port is closer 
to the passenger seat, so the microphone on the 
device is too far away for people to hear us on 
phone calls. We think a Bluetooth microphone 
accessory that could be attached to the visor 
closer to the driver’s mouth would solve this
